And what wondrous variety in the aliegori-

last night, it- was only one of the good 
things provided during the week surren- 
dered to innocent mirth and folly. While 
not pretending to be captious, the mind 
can only appreciate values of high enjoy- 
ment up to a certain point, and after that 
it is a delightful mental stagnation.

broad daylight. 

The hurrying throngs in the streets 
were dotted with maskers, who seemed 
bent upon making the most of the car- 
niva)-time.

About 8 o'clock the Queen and 
court arrived, and mounted to the 
throne- platform, amid the applause 
of the assembled Half an 
bour tater, the clouds were lit with 
the somber glow of red that sug- 
gested a whole <ity* in àa state of 
dively conflagration. Rockets shot like 
meteors athwart the glare. Roman can- 
dles sent their balls of many-colored fire 
hurtling among the trees, and then the 
red glare changed to brilliant green, and 
the assembled multitude was instantly 


transformed from a crew of cheerful 


fiends, illuminated by the fires of the 
Inferno, to a congregation of merry- 
makers suddenly seized with cholera. At 
last a fresh glare of lurid smoke shot 
up on the left; the heavy boom of can- 
non shook the air; and, with the biare 
of trumpets and the throb of drums, 
the procession rounded the corner in a 
blaze of glory, rockets and red fire. 

The first platoon of police outriders was 
followed by the San Diego Band, tooting 
in gallant. style as they advanced briskly 
down the. square. The director-general 
came next, with the grand marshal, chief 
of staff and chief of couriers, followed by 
their respective companies. In this body 
rode also the advisory board ani the Gen- 
tlemen's Riding Club, the latter acting as 
escort to the director-general. 


The prancing steeds had sobered down 


sortewhat and seemed to appreciate the 
marched 


‘dignity of the occasion as they 


sedately past the throne. 


Floats that Were Seen by Day Ap- 
peared Transformed. 


The Pageant of the Pacific made a grand 
showing under the electric lights. The 
effect was much finer than by daylight and 
the floats were an excellent representation 
of the rugged cliffs and old stone tem- 
ples. The Santa Barbara Band preceded 
the pictorial figures. 

The torches turned the “Gilded Man' in 
the rst float into a statue of burnished 
gold, and the lights flickered weirdly over 
the brown-skinned Indians around him 
ami lit up the gleaming palms and silver- 
crested waves into a vision of beauty. In 
the float representing the “Birth of the 
Inca, the great idol seemed to be of mas- 
sive stone, and the gorgeous feather-robe 
of the Inca was a truly regal garment. 

The golden chair of Atahualpa in the 
third float gleamed bravely, and the bur- 
nished helmets and corselets of the Span- 
ish soldiers flashed back the iights like 
mirrore. Atahualpa was majestically 
gloomy, as became a captive sovereign, 
but Pizarro was working off hia excite- 
ment of successful daring by vigorously 
chewing the stub-end of a pampas-plume 
as he peered around the corner of the 
tower. . 

The “Golden Ransom” glittered like 
real gold, and looked quite precious 
enough to excite the cupidity of the most 
unenterprising conquistador, as the jarring 
of the float caused the gilded vessels to 
reflect the flashing torches born on either 
side. 

The “Court of Montezuma” was gorgeous 

to behold, and the regal attire of the Az- 
tec k brought back the vivid descrip- 
tions that good old fighting _ scribe, 
Bernal Diaz, to the minds of many of the 
spectators. 
The “‘Aztec Sacrifice“ was more grue- 
some’ than ever in the glare of red light, 
and the effect was enhanced by the ex- 
change of the conventional flint knife of 
the presiding elder’ for a long and very 
sanguinary-looking sword, which he 
geemed about to plunge into the quivering 
breast’ of. bis prostrate victim. 

The Spanish soldiers surrounding these 
floats made a brave array in their gleam- 
ing armor, and one of the prettiest scenes 
in the pageant was when they paused be- 
fore the throne and saluted the Queen 


upon bended knee, while the audience ex- 


pressed vociferous approval. 
SECOND DIVISION. 


In This the Objects Were not What 
They Seemed. 

The second division was preceded by the 
Bosshard Band, and was under the charge 
of Division Marshal Capt. H. Hutton and 
aides. It contained another section of the 
historic pageant, and advanced amid a 
glare of rockets and red fire. 


The warriors in the “Siege of Mexico” | 


seemed all prepared to inflict another 
“Noche Triste” upon their Spanish foes, 
and the torches showed the hideousty- 
painted faces to the fullest advantage. 

The Isleta Indians, marching beside the 
floats of the “Cliff Dwellers and Coronado 
and the Zunis, attracted the usual full 
measure of attention and applause, which 
they accepted with true Indian gravity of 
demeanor. Mr. Lummis will receive the

this most picturesque and interesting fea- 
ture to the pageant. 

The tule hut of the Colorado River In- 
dians, showed up very effectively in the 
red light, and the Mission“ float looked 
particularly massive and imposing, until 
a rear view showed a colony of bare-legged 
small boys, “hooking” a free ride in the 
procession, and vociferously proclaiming 
the fact that they were strictly in it.“ 

The picture of “Old Spanish Life“ with 
its pretty senoritas, received the hearty 
approval of the spectators, and the dark- 
eyed girls. were more effective than ever 
in the rosy light. 


THIRD DIVISION. 


Historical Pieces that Glittered Be- 


neath the Myriad Lights. 


This division was under the charge of 
Division Marshal C. W. Hicks and aides 
and was led by the Ontario Band. It con- 
tained the remainder of the Pageant of the 
Pacific, and the first float, bearing the 
Hawaiians, was received with hearty ap- 
plause. The plump and pretty islanders 
in their gay costumes and with their giit- 
tering surroundings were made doubly 
picturesque by the sheen of red light 
which flashed around them. 

Direotly behind this float came a ‘“‘fea- 
ture, a Kanaka in full native dress, danc- 
ing along like a spring kid.. The cheers 
grew uproarious as the lithe figure twirled 
and bounded like a rubber ball, and with 
no more apparent effort. A terrific bang 
from the cannon sent him into the air 
with a bound like a chamois, and he 
danced harder than ever, while the spec- 
— rose as one man ami yelled with 
glee. 

The ice palace of the Grand Aleut“ 
glittered like the stars on @ frosty night, 
and the island of Robinson Crusoe“

The “forty-niners’’ on the float represent- 


ing Minn“ were solacing them- 
selves with the peaceful cigarette instead 
of the conventional pipe, and the “Stamp

with unabated vigor. “The ‘fizz’ of 


rockets and the boom of cannon 1cade 
things lively all through the parade, and 
the spectators really got woke up to an 


enthusiasm quite unusual to a Los Angeles 
crowd. 


FOURTH DIVISION. 


In Which Appeared New Features 
from Other Places. 

The Orange Band marched before this, 
with Division Marshal H. H. Mayberry 
and aids.

The first float was that of the G. A. R. 
laden with soldiers and sailors, and beauti- 
fullky decorated with the national colors 
and insignia. The fife and drum corps 
followed, and this patriotic pair evoked 
much applause. 

FRESNO. 

The neat valley of San Joaquin was rot 
absent in representation in the great pa- 
rade of last night. In the one which took 


place on Tuesday afternoon there was 


no visible evidence of California’s great 
interior section but with that of last n.gat 
the omission, if such it was, wis amply 
atoned for in the magnificent float which 
bore the name cf Fresno. At first glance 
the idea presented was not fully appar- 
ent. The spectator, not thoroughly fa- 
miliar with all the ambitious designs of 
that ambitious city, might ly 
have asked for the connecting link be- 
tween Fresno and a river steamcr. He 
would not quickly conceive the alter 
as typical or emblematic of the former. 
A Fresno resident could have and would 
have promptly furnished him the required 
knowledge. He would tell bim that 
Fresno will, before many years, be prac- 
tically a seaport town through its mary 
river and canal connections. This would 
explain why Fresno was represeuted in 
the parade by a river steamer. The ſioat 


was, of its kind, one of the handsomest 


in all the line. It was substantiai:y con- 
structed and represented a side-whe:i 
steamer, showing paddle boxes. smoke- 


stack, gunwale, railing, deck and deck- |. 


house. The hull was painted white as 
was also the tafrail, relieved by lines of 
gold. Standing well forward on the man 
deck was an officer of the boat and along 
the sides below the railing was a series 
of panels, on each of which was a nhc- 
tographic scene in Fresno or some por- 
tion of the San Juaquin Valley. The dec- 
orations were very striking, the blend of 
colors being particularly happy and the 
effect produced by the innumerable ligute 
of the street and the suspended ‘ncandes- 
cent lights made it as viewed from a dis- 
tance one of the most striking features 
of the parade.

‘All cities, outside of Los Angeles, satis- 
fled themselves with having but one float 


im the great fiesta parade, but not so with | 


San Pedro. That ambitious seaport was 
trebly represented, having no less than 
three floats in last night's parade. One 
was a large, full-rigged yacht, beautifully 
made and perfect, apparently, in design 
and detail. On the float could be seen a 
number of lads in sailor costume and who, 
although of years too tender to splice the 
main brace, were yet, in build, sufficiently 
well-braced to pull a tow line. A second 
float was a large representation of what 
San Pedro Harbor would look like when 
completed as a deep-sea harbor, and the 
third one was a locomotive of new de- 
sign, on the tender of which were painted 
the words, “San Pedro and Sait Lake 
Rallway.“ The locomotive was furnished 
with a peculiar cowcatcher, which looked 
as though it would remorselessly clear out 
of its way any and all obstructions. This 
latter was no doubt typical of the fact 
that San Pedrans had made up their minds 
to have a railway to Salt Lake and that, 
no matter what the difficulties in the way 
were, they would be surmounted. It looks 
in fact as though San Pedro had finally de- 
termined to bring ship and car together. 

The Mt. Lowe float looked most Tealistic 
in the torch-light, and the little white 
chariots ran up and 
with bated vigor, lighted by the eléc-

ORANGE COUNTY. 

Orange county well and honorably sus- 
tained its name in its quota to last night's 
beautiful parade. First of all came the 
Orange Band as if announcing to the 
thousands on thousands of spectators that 
Orange county was about to appear on the 
radiant scene. Immediately following the 
band came the float and which, in its 
most minute details, was a truthful and 
happy illustration of the abundant and 
varied resources of that youthful but 
energetic county. The bed of the float 
was a white ground on which were 
worked in different designs the fiesta 
colors. Upon the float there reclined in 
throne-like chairs, young ladies represent- 
ing the principal towns of the county. 
The place of honor was naturally ac- 
corded to Anaheim as the senior of the 
cities, but it may be remarked in passing 
that, although the senior in years, it was 
represented by as charming and youthful 
a maiden as were any of the younger 
cities of the county.” At each corner of 
the float the name of the city represented 
was painted, the name being embellished

LONG BEACH. 

Another striking contrast, pretty in its 
suggestiveness, was that offered in the 
floats of the G.A.R. and of Long Beach: 
The first thing remarked at this section 
of the parade was the Santa Ana Band 
with its splendid drum corps and which, 
by the way. was the only one in the 
parade. Then came moving along, in all 
solemnity, as became it, the great float of 
the G.A.R., prominent, on which, was a 
large portrait of Gen. Grant. Then, as if 
rising from its billowy home, came the 
lovely and enchanting float bearing the in- 
scription, in large letters, “Long Beach.” 
The mind that conceived the idea repre- 
sénted in this float must have been at 
the moment in particularly happy vein. 
An immense sea-shell, such as deep-sea 
divers tell of having seen while diving 
for pearls at the bottom of the ocean, is 
the motive. It is in a tiited position as 
though by some herculean force it had 


and rugged, such as it would 
naturally appear exposed to watery 
element, but the inner portion is painted 
with all the délicate tints and touches to 
be seen on mother-of-pearl. Beneath its 
shade are seen reclining a bevy of nymphs, 


80 fresh and charming in appearance as 
to excite wonder, and prompt the question 


how it came that old father Neptune. the 
ruler of the deep, would dare trust them 
beyond their natural element. Little 
wonder that spectators exclaimed, as the 
float passed by: “Oh, isn’t that pretty: 
isn’t that cute!“ and their verdict may 
well be indorsed. It was alone of its 
kind, but the admiration it excited must 
and will be a source of joy to those who 
conceived the idea and carried it out. 


SIXTH DIVISION. 


The Caballeros Again Greeted with 
Voeiferous Applause. 

The Catalina Band marched before the 
sixth division, which was in charge of J. 
C. Cline and aides. The first feature of 
this division was one of the prettiest in 
the whole pageant, for the “Tropo de 
Caballeros Angelenos” filled the road with 


‘a dash and glitter of restless movement 


as their beautiful, flery horses reared and 
plunged and danced from side to side. It 
was a brilliant sight, these picturesque 
Spaniards in rich black velvet, with 
dashes of bright color and gleams 
stiver, as they reined up before the throne 
and saluted the Queen with sweeping 
bows and waves of their wide sombreros.

ROYAL SPORT. 


The Fiesta Queen Attends 
the Races in Person. 


Society Turns Out to See Her and be 
Seen on Derby Day at 
the Park. 


The Various Events Captured by To- 
nino, Cabrillo, Bernardo and 
Whitestone—A Great Day 
for the Talent. 


Yesterday was La Fiesta Derby day at 
Agricultural Park, and, as there was no 
counter diversion down town, every one 
who could rode or drove out to the races. 
The result was that they were patronized 
as they deserve for the first time since 
the meeting opened. Fully 5500 people 
were within the inclosure when the first 
race was called at 2:30 o’clock, and of this 
number at least one-third were of the 
fairer sex. Society of all kinds was there, 
and a more thoroughly representative 
crowd than that which lined the track and 
filled the grandstand, it would be a difi- 
cult matter to get together again. The 
fact that H. M. La Reina de La Fiesta 
and her court were to grace the sport with 
their presence doubtless occasioned the 
attendance of so many ladies, but in solte 
of the fact that most of them went to be 
seen, there were few who did not enjoy 
the racing after they got there. Prettier 
weather than that of yesterday could not 
have been wished for, the heat of the sun 
boing tempered by a mild sea breeze, suffi- 
ciently strong to keep the flage on eo of 
the grandstand fluttering. The se- 
quence was that the ladies donned their 
prettiest spring gowns and Easter bonnets 
and lent a brilliancy to the scene which 
nothing else could possibly do. 

The infield was lined with vehicles from 
the eighth pole to the stables, every imag- 
inable kind of rig, from Donegan’s famous 
six-in-hand coach to a “‘one-hoss shay,” 
being on exhibition there. In short, it was 
one of the swollest assemblages that has 
ever turned out to a local race meeting, 
and that is saying a good deal. 

At 2:20 o’clock the royal party, consist- 
ing of H. M. La Riena de La Fiesta and 
her court of honor, escorted by the Gentle- 
men’s Riding Club, entered the grounds, 
Melr presence being beralded by the 
mugler, Hancock Banning. The cavalcade 
which was composed of twenty equestdians 
and seven carriages turned into the track 
and, after passing slowly in front of the 
grandstand and betting ring, made the 
circuit before driving up to the stand. 
Maj. Barrett alone did the honors when 
the royal party alighted, but, after help- 
ing Her Majesty and all the maids of 
honor from their cairiages, he ushered 
them into the royal box, in the very cen- 
ter of the stand. This was handsomely 
draped with crimson velvet trimmed with 
gold braid, while the bare posts of the 
stand were decorated with silk flags. 

The queen wore a marvelously-rich gown 
of pale pink’ lac satin. The front and 
side bretadths of the skirt were draped 
with an exquisite Brussels net, embroid- 
ered with pearls, gold bullion and spangies, 
and bordered with a graceful arabesque de- 
signin pale yellow velvet, outlined in 
crystal beads and pearls, and finished with 
a graduated fringe of pearls. The skirt is 
cut in a short demi-train, and hangs in the 
correct fashion. The bodice may be worn 
either high or decollete, and in the former 
case an exquisite yoke is used of puffed 
lilac chiffon over the satin, smothered in 
violets of various ahades, and the high col- 
lar is formed of the same flowers,’ The 
front of the bodice is covered with a beau- 
tiful scroll design of the pale yellow vel- 
vet, and the sleeves that reach only bo the 
dibow are delightful creatlons in a butter- 
fly design, with a soft fall of lilac chiffon 
draped between the satin wings, and fas- 
tened with an epaulet of gold and pearl 
embroidery, and caught with a bunch of 
violets. The queen wore with this gown 
a picturesque that covered with nodding 
flowers, and carried a parasol that con- 
tinued the lovely scheme of color. 

The royal party was very warmly re- 
ceived by the crowds, both in the grand- 
stand and below, and Her Majesty graci- 
ously acknowledged the greetings of her 
royal subjects before giving the signal 
for the sport > proceed. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the day was the parade of the troup 
caballeros, forty strong, by J. C. 
Cline, in their picturesque vaquero cos- 
tumes, in front of the grandstand before 
the last race. 

The royal party left just before the last 
event was started, and, attended by the 
cabaleros, returned to the city and were 
driven through ali the principal streets. 

For the first event, a half-mile dash for 
two-year-olds, there were five young 
sprinters to choose from. There seemed 
to be a difference of opinion as to the re- 
spective merits of Loreno and Daisy R., 
both having a pretty strong following, but 
on the strength of a sensational work-out, 
Tonino was played by the stable-hoys and’ 
a few of the knowing ones at 3 and 2 to 1. 
The result was in the nature of a surprise 
to the talent, for the Saldwin colt got off 
in the lead and stayed there without any 
Loreno loomed up 

angerously in the stretch, but 
ridden. — 

After a slight delay at the post, oc- 
casioned by the antics of the favorite, 
Starter Brown sent he quintette off with 
Tonino a couple of lengths in the lead, 
The others ran in a bunch to the turn, 
when La Polona and Loreno were sent 
after the leader. At the head of the 
stretch the Baldwin colt was a length and 
a half in the lead, but Loreno came with 
a terrific burst of speed and looked like a 
sure winner.

Coster had a big following when the bet- 
ting opened, but Cabrillo, at 2 to 1. was 
considered tog good a thing to overlook, 
and he was backed down to 6 to 5 in short 
order. The ease with which he disposed 
of his field, although packing 112 pounds, 
was a revelation to those who saw him run 
in the Hoffman stake on Monday last. 

After the parade in front of the grand 
stand, the seven derby candidates were 
lined up by Starter Brown, and sent .off 
at the very first attempt on remarkably 
even terms. As they passed the stand for 
the first time Cabrillo, Sunrise and Capt. 
Coster were heads apart, in the order 
named, a length ahead of the others. At 
the quarter Cabrillo, who was moving 
along grandiv, forged ahead, and as they 
raced along the backstretch he opened up a 
gap of a length between himself and Capt.

As he recovered himself, Tabor 
struck at him again, the, point of the 
knife catching him on the left cheek and 
daying it open from che ear to the point 
of the jaw. 

Tabor then ran u rs in the Temple 
Block. Colan and Murray hastened to the 
police station to report the matter and 
have their wounds dressed. Ona rip- 
tion furnished by them Special Officer 
Thomas F. Botello eoon found Tabor and 
placed him under arrest. A J per- 
knife was found in Tabor's pocket and he 
was bleeding from a knife wound in the 
right leg just above the knee. He denied 
that he stabbed Murray and Colan, but 
said they cut him. The police, however, 
think he stabbed himself accidentally 
when he tried to cut Colan in the back. 

‘When Officer Botello took Tabor into 
custody the latter pretended that he was 
a deputy sheriff and claimed to be exempt 
from arrest. He was booked for assault 
with a deadly weapon and locked up. 


HOLE IN HIS HEAD. 


Hayes, Though Hurt, Hied Him from 
the Hospital. 

John Hayes, whose skull was fractured 
some weeks ago by a man named Peters 
who was assisting a deputy sheriff to ar- 
rest a gang of hobos of which Hayes was 
a member, escaped from the County Hos- 
pital a few days ago and was arrested by 
Officer Shearon on Upper Main street for 
begging.

Mrs. Palmer was omy 
29 years old, and, until within a few years 
ago, was a very beautiful and highly re- 
spected young woman.

“The only question,” said he, “is 
whether this scarcity is sufficient to ac- 
count for it altogether or whether the few 
big men who control the beef market have 
not, to a certain extent at least, antici- 
pated the effect of the ecarcity; in other 
words, whether the effect bas not come 
before the cause. What we are anxious 
to know is whether the price of cattle 
has gone up in proportion to the price of 
beef. It is not an easy matter to settle 
and our agents are meeting some diffi- 
culty in getting at the facts in the mat- 
ter, but the reports are beginning to 
come in. 

For some time past cattle have been 
getting scarcer and scarcer in the West, 
and especially in the Southwest. The con- 
dition of the grass has been so poor, cat- 


tle have wellnigh disappeared entirely.

States, but the cattle are not there to take 
advantage of it. That is one reason that 
influenced the department in its decision 
to raise the embargo on cattle from Mex-

Mrs. Durrant, the mother of the young 
man accused of the murder of Marian 
Willams and suspected also of having 
killed Blanche Lamont, has made a state- 
ment to the newspapers in which she 
claims there is a conspiracy to fasten 
the crimes on her son.

— interest in this statement are as fol- 
ows: 

“Why do they not arrest all of them and 
make them show where they were at the 
time of the murders? .. The body 
of Blanche Lamont was carried up to the 
belfry, and Theodore is not strong enough 
to have done that. She was a well-built 
girl and she was choked to death. Theo. 
More is not large and strong enough to 
have killed her in that way. .. 


Theodore wore on the afternoon 
of April 3, a double-breasted sack 
suit of blue cheviot, his or- 
dinary, everyday clothes. It is here in 


the house. The detectives came here and 
searched over his clothing for three days. 
They found nothing wrong, however. In 
the Williams case, too, the murderer must 
have got blood upon his clothes. Theo-

Mrs. Durrant then recites in detail the 
movements and alleged movements of her 
son last Friday, the day of Miss WilMams’s 
murder, and continues:

Cutting, for alimony 
ami counsel fees, pending an action for 
separation which she has brought against 
her husband, Gen. John T. Cutting of 
San Francisco. Mrs. Cutting says that 
soon after her marriage her husband se- 
cured $7500 of hers in bank stock. After 
getting this she says that her husband's 
conduct toward her was altered. He was 
cold and fndifferent and finally, when they 
returned to San Francisco, she alleges,’ her 
husband on one occasion drove up to 
their home in a cab with a woman of 
loose character. Mrs. Cutting saw her 
husband alight, and, as he started for 
the house, she says the woman in the cab 
called out: Well, dearie, won't you pay 
my fare home?“ The general thereupon 


turned back and paid the cabman, accord- 


ing to Mrs. Cutting, who says that her 
husband was intoxicated at the time, and 
that the woman who was with him was 
“no better than she should be.“ 

In November, 1893, Gen. Cutting, it is 
charged, abandoned his wife in San Fran- 
cisco and came to this city. She fol- 
lowed and begged him to live with her, 
but she says that he refused to do so. In 
October last Mrs. Cutting had the general 
arrested on a charge of abandonment, and 
he was released on giving $2000 bail. The 
action was afterward discontinued and the 
present suit brought, Mrs. Cutting alleges 
that her husband said that he would sup- 
port her, but that they must live part 
and to this arrangement she refused to 
consent. She says she is without means 
and has been since her residence here, 
which is of about fourteen months’ dura- 
tion. She asked that her husband be 
compelled to support her and give her 
means to prosecute this suit. 

Cutting’s counsel claimed that Mrs. Cut- 
ting was a woman of wealth, while the de- 
fendant has only $2000 a year, out of 
which he was compelled to pay for the 
tuition of his daughter by a former wife. 

The defendant denied that he was ever 
brought home drunk by a woman. He 
charged that his wife abused bim and that 
she was addicted to the use of profane 
language. The judge refused to allow 
alimony and on the question of counsel 
fees said that he would reserve his de- 
cision.

ST. LOUIS, April 17.—A Republic spe- 
cial from Guthrie, Okla., says that cou- 
riers just arrived from Tishimongo, the 
capital of the Chickasaw Nation, report 
that a battle is waging between Gov. 
Mosley and 200 insurrectionists. Six peo- 
ple have been killed and eight wounded, 
so the report says, and great excitement 
prevails. The cause of trouble is due to 
bad political blood, which has long per- 
vaded the Chickasaw seat of government 
and which has existed since the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Willis Brown, 
Charles Brown and Noah McGill, who 
claimed to have been elected sheriffs of 
the nation, allege tht the Legislature 
acted illegally when it rejected their 
claims to such offices. 

On Tuesday morning Gov. Mosely issued 
orders to ail sheriffs, constables and dep- 
uties throughout the nation to report to 
him at once with arms. When the om 
cers gathered around the house 200 en- 
raged men, headed by Med and the 
Brown brothers, rushed from adjoining 
houses and a deadly riot followed. The 
names of the dead and wounded could not 
be ascertained by the couriers, owing to 
the great excitement which prevailed. 

Gov. Mosely and his official retinue es- 
caped by rushing to houses on the out- 
skirts of the town. Mosely has called a 
special session of the Legislature to take 
action. Tishimongo is now in a terrible 
state of excitement, and white people are 
fleeing. Another carnage is looked for at 
any moment.

RIGHT OF ASYLUM. 


* 
Secretary Gresham’s Rules for Guid- 
ance of American Captains. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Secretary 
Gresham has laid down some doctrine 
touching the rights of merchant steamers 
in foreign ports to afford an asylum to 
refugees that may be of great importance 
to the commanders of the vessels. This 
was called out by a letter addressed to the 
State Department in December, 1893, by 
C. P. Huntington, president of the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company, asking for 
an exact definition of the powers of cap- 
tains of merchant steamers in this respect. 
The secretary responded that the so- 
called doctrine of the right of asylum 
having no application to merchant vessels 
in port, it follows that a shipmaster can 
found the exercise of his discretion on 
the character of the offense charged 
against refugees. 

While no general rule can be laid down 
as a comprehensive principle, a merchant 
vessel in a foreign port is within the local 
jurisdiction of the country with respect 
to offenses or offenders against the laws 
thereof, and an order for the surrender 
of a person accused of a crime by the 
process of law with the exhibition of a 
warrant of arrest in the hands of regu- 
larly-accredited officers of the law may not 
be disregarded or resisted by the master 
of the ship. Arbitrary attempts to capture 
a passenger by force may call for a dis- 
avowal when a resort to violence en- 
dangers the lives of innocent people and 
the property of a friendly nation. 
Whether, if force be threatened, the 
master of a vessel is justified in putting 
in jeopardy by his resistance the inter- 
ests confided to his care, must be largely 
a question for his discretion. That pas- 
sengers may have come on board at the 
port where the demand is made or at any 
other port of the same country is imma- 
terial to the right of jurisdiction.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Attorney- 
General Olney today filed in the United 
States Supreme Court a memorandum for 
the consideration of the justices, giving 
the government's view on the petition for 
the rehearing of the income question filed 
by the opponents of the law. ine mem- 
orandum is as follows: 

“Charles Pollock,appellant, vs. Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, et al.; Lewis 
H. Hyde, appellant, vs. Continental Trust 
Company of the City of New York et al. 


States respectfully represents that as a 
rehearing is granted in the above-entitled 
cases the rehearing should cover all of 
the legal and constitutional questions in- 
volved and not merely those as to which 
the court is equally divided. Whether a 
tax on incomes generally inclusive of 
rents and interests or a dividend from 
investments of all kinds is or is not a 
direct tax within the meaning of the Fed- 
eral Constitution is a matter upon which, 
as an original question, the government 
has really never been heard. Its posi- 
tion at the argument was that the 
question had been settled by an exposi- 
tion of that Constitution practically con- 
temporaneous with its adoption; by a sub- 
sequent unbroken line of judicial pre- 
cedents, by concurfing and repeated ac- 
tion of all departments of the government 
and by the consensus of all text-writers 
and authorities by whom the subject 
has heretofore deen considered. 
importance to the government of the 
new views of its taxing power —— 

in the opinion of the Chief Justi can 
hardly be exaggerated. 

“First—Pushed to their logical conclu- 
sion they practically exclude from the di- 
rect operation of the power all the real es- 
tate of the counry and all its invested per- 
sonal property. They exclude it because 
if realty and personality are taxed only 
by these rules of apportioment the in- 
evitable inequalities resulting from such 
a plan of taxation are so gross and fla- 
grant as to absolutely debar any resort 
to it. That such inequalities must result 
is practically admitted, the only suggestion 
im reply being that the power to directly 
tax realty and personality was not meant 
for use as an ordinary every-day power; 
that the United States was expected to 
rely for its customary revenues upon du- 
ties, imports and excises; and that it was 
meart that it should impose direct taxes 
on extraordinary emergencies and as a 
sort of dernier resort. It is submitted 
that the construction of the Constitution 
is of such vital importance in itself and 
requiring for its support the imputation 
to its framers of specific purposes which 
nothing in the text of the Constitution has 
any tendency to reveal, it cannot be too 
carefully considered before being firaily 

“Second—Though of minor importance it 
is certainly relevant to point out that if 
the new exposition of the Constitution 
referred to is to prevail the United States 
has under previous income-tax laws col- 
lected vast sums of money which, on

So far, however, the 
effort has proved futile mainly because of 
radical difference in the legal systems of 
the two countries. One insurmountable ob- 
stacle in the way of an extradition 
treaty was the insistance by Italy upon 
the exemption from extradition of Italians 
who might commit crimes in America 
then return to Italy, which 

Gresham held would defeat the main pur- 
pose of the treaty. 

Objections were made by our govern- 
ment to the Italian contention that former 
Italian subjects returning to Italy, al- 
though naturalized in the United States, 
could not claim exemption from military 
service. Then the Italian government 
proposed that naturalization should be 
conferred upon persons who applied there- 
for, and this was also rejected by Secre- 
tary Gresham on the grounds it would 
exclude Italian women married to Amer- 
icans and minor children of naturalized 


Italians who, by our law, become 
citizens. 


BLUNDERING COLLECTORS. 


The Income-tax Returns are Said to 
be in Bad Shape. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The internal 
revenue officials positively decline to make 
public any statement in regard to the in- 
come-tax returns or to answer any ques- 
tion relating thereto. It is learned the 
real cause of this reticence is the great 
number of blunders made by the col- 
lectors in their telegraphic reports re- 
celved yesterday. Some of them contained 
only the number of returns received last 
Monday, while others included all that had 
been received from the beginning, in- 
cluding those below the $4000 exemption, 
While still others ineluded returns. on 
which no tax is payable. 

Who is blameable for this state of things 
is not stated, but the result is that from 
what has been received no intelligent 
Statement can be made of the number or 
amount of returns filed with the collectors. 
It is undoubtedly true that a large num- 
ber of persons subject to the law have 
made no returns at all and in consequence 
the officials see ahead of them a vast 
mount of litigation and trouble.

LOS ANGBLES, April 17, 1895. 

Silver continues to be held very firmly 
and holders anticipate a further consider- 
able rise in the value of the metal before 
long. A Wall-street banker recently gave 
A reporter of the New York Times the fol- 
lowing information as to the cause for the 
rise in the price of silver: 

“The reasons for the late depression in 
the value of silver would appear to be ad- 
verse legislative influences, adverse spec- 
ulative influences and the effect of the war 
in the East, which latter has made China 
and Japan actually sellers of silver for 
the purpose of paying war expenses, 
whereas in the natural course of affairs 
they would have been large buyers of the 


“The change in the value of siiver ap- 
pears to be due to a reversal of the above- 
mamed influences. Legislative influence 
seems to be more favorable to the metal. 
Speculative support is also given, and 
with the prospect of peace and tthe ex- 
pected development of trade in the Bast, 
a considerable and steady demand is ex- 
pected for the metal from that direction.“ 


As to the wnt value of sil- 
ver, much will depend on the conditions 
of trade in far Bastern countries. There 
is no doubt that the Chinese and Japanese 
war will greatly develop Eastern trade. 
These Eastern countries have benefited 
by the use of cheap silver in their cur- 
Temcies and it is not probable that they 
will make a change im favor of gold. 

“In a few words, it may be stated that 


this is a case of where the rice of a nec- 
essary product goes below cost of pro- 
duction. When that point is reach 


whether the product may be wheat, or cot- 
ton, or sugar, or silver, it is only a ques- 
tion of time, and of a very 2 time, 
when there will be an advance in price, 
that is to say, unless che conditions are 
such that the article in question can be 
imported from some other country where 
it is possible to produce it at a lower 
price. As America is the great silver- 
producing section of the world this is not 
the case in regard to the white metal, and 
consequently the probabilities * polnt to 
a steady advance in the price of silver, 
even apart trom the question of increas- 
ing its use as a W metal. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Oranges are by no means the only im- 
portant product ot Southern. California, as 
some people in the East seem to sup- 
pose. Among other crops which form an 
important part of the export of this sec- 
tion beans occupy a prominent place. The 
bean grower has an advantage over his 
aristocratic brother who raises the or- 
ange, to the extent that béans are a ne- 
cessity, while the orange is not entirely 
80. However hard times may be, people 
must have beans to eat. It is indeed a 
“hard times’ diet and probably more 
solid nourishment can be obtained from a 
dollar in the shape of beans than “when | 
invested in any other food. 


The outlook for prices of beans, as of 


most other varieties of Southern COali- 
fornia products, is very good just now. 
Reports from the Bast show that there 
is quite a short supply of American beans. 
Not only this, but European advices indi- 
cate that a light crop was harvested 
nearly all over that continent last sea- 
son. It is stated that the crops in 

ce, Germany and Holland were very 
light last year and that in the great bean 
growing districts of Hungary and Rou- 
mania not a tenth of an average crop 
was harvested. It looks therefore as if 
the bean growers of Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties should share in the 
prosperity of the Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino and Riverside county orange 
growers. 


The cheap labor of the Argentine Re- | 


public, which has had so much to do with 
reducing the price of wheat during the 


past few years, is now being utilized in 


the raising of another product. It is re- 
ported that 15,000 tons of flax seed have 
been contracted for in Argentina by 
American mills. 

South America is such a comparatively 
unknown land to us that we. still have 
very little conception of the natural re- 
sources of a country that is about as 
large as North America. Thus, the Ar- 
gentine Republic alone is more than one- 
third as large as the United States. When 
the soil of a country like that begins to 
be developed on a large scale by the aid 
of cheap labor we may expect to see a 
good many further changes in the prices 
of commodities that can be raised there, 
and probably a good many more free 
trade Democratic farmers will become ar- 
dent admirers of Mr. McKinley. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

Reference has been made on several oc- 
casions in The Times to the fish-canning 
establishment which was established a 
year or two ago on Teminal Island, near 
San Pedro. Work has been commenced 
on another fish cannery, to be located at 
Timms Point, just the other side of San 
Pedro. It is to be a capacious building, 
where, in addition to canning, fish will 
be pickled, dried and smoked. There will 
also be cold-storage facilities, and the most 
improved arrangements for placing large 
quantities of fish on the market. 

The Times has frequently called attention 
to the excdiient opening which there is 
along this Coast for the development of the 
fishing business. 

In the ocean fisheries of Southern Cali- 
fornia there Ys an industry which, ff the 
same resources existed un any other part of 
the United States, millions of dollars would 
be invested. At present, this section sends 
away every year thousands upon tbhou- 
sands of dollars for cured and salted fish, 
being of varieties which are found in ‘these 
waters. In the northern part of the State, 
salmon, sturgeon and some other fish are 
marketed with profit. Recently, at least 
6,000,000 pounds of sturgeon and some 
other fish have been prepared and mar- 
keted with profit. 

Some idea of the importance of the sar- 
dine industry in Europe may be obtained 
from the statement that in La Vendee 
(France) alone fs gives empolyment ‘to 
2500 boats, manned by 12,000 to 15,000 
fishermen, and to 10,000 women and 2000 
employees on shore. The sardine which 
is found on this coast is not a 
identical with the true sardine of com- 
merce, but ft is so similar that it re- 
quires an expert to tell che difference. At 
any rate, it is very much better than the 
young berrings packed in cottonseed oil 
which are extensively put up by the 
Maine canneries and sold as sardines. At 
present the price of pure olive oll in South- 
ern California prohibits its use in packing 
fish, but the time will soon come when 
production will have increased to such an 
extent that it will be possible to utilize the 
oil of the olive for this purpose. When 
that time arrives Southern California will 
have apother-medel industry to add to the 
many which already flourish here. 

However, Ke not necessary to wait until 
ve oi] is cheap to make a good beginning 
in this industry. Cotton seed oil, while 
not quite so palatable to the connoisseur, 
is a healthy vegetable oil, and the con- 
sumer of the average sardine gets little 
se. In fact, experts state that the best 
results are obtained not from the use of 
olive of! alone, but from an admixture 
of some other oil with it. 

Another point which has to be con: 
sidered in putting up sardines for the 
market is that they improve with age. 
It takes some time for the oil to thor- 
oughly seturate the fish, and this is why

We ship something like 20,000,000 barreis 
annually and, with the price hanging about 
50c, the aggregate receipts from this source 
only amount to about $10,000,000. With oil at 
the present price we would receive something 
Uke $45,000,000 for our exports. This would be 
a clear gain of $35. „ which would help 
to ward off the heavy exports of gold in the 

t two years. But that is not the only in- 
mee at work. Our manufacturers are al- 
ready feeling the boom. I think the oil inter- 
ests will use considerably more than twice as 
much iron of all kinds this year as they did 
last. This will give employment to hosts of 
men, who will become good buyers, and so 
create a better market for all kinds of mer- 
chandise.

A REMARKABLE STORY. 


Sidelights on the Career of Mrs. John 
Bensley.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 17.—The story 
of an unscrupulous woman, bright, fasct- 

nating and intelligent to an extraordinary 
degree, and a weak, crafty, selfish man, 
reputed to be public-spirited and chari- 
table, a Dr.-Jekyll-and-Mr.-Hyde sort of 
a fellow, will be found in a suit bearing 
the title of E. A. McMahon vs. B. G. 
Chandos et al. in the Superior Court. The 
hearing of the suit will bring to the sur- 
face again an explanation of a great many 
points that have been shrouded in mys- 
tery since handsome, Mrs. Greville came 
to San Francisco in 1868 from nobody 
could learn just where, wooed and won 
John Bensley and settled down to the 
enjoyment of married life, backed by a 
respectable bank account. 

The property involved by the action 
brought by McMahon, who claims to be a 
son of Mrs. Bensley, through his attor- 
ney, George C. Perry, lies in the Potrero, | 
the principal part of which is known as 
the Ludlum, and is valuable. This prop- 
erty has been in litigation for the pent 
twenty years, though had it not n 
for McMahon's appearance on the scene 
the present owners would doubtless have 
remained in practically undisturbed pos- 
session. C. C. Tripp, one of the attor- 
neys in the case, said: 

“Mrs. Bensley was born in Virginia 
and was a daughter of John and Mary 
Ingles, her name being Mary Ingles, and 
was one of the eight children. She was 
a wayward girl and used to, travel a 
great deal on the Mississippi and Ohio 
rivers. She has been married three 
times, the first occuring in 1860 in lowa. 
At the end of ten days she mysteriously 
disappeared, the husband securing a di- 
vorce a year later, on the ground of de- 
sertion. The next heard of Mary Ingles 
was in London, where, under e name 
of Marion L. Chandos, the Hon. Mrs. 
Greville, Mrs. Gordon and Minnie Louise 
Gruse, she led a gay life, a throng of 
admirers constantly surrounding her. 
Whiie in England she married a person 
who went under the name of McDonald 
Greville, but whose real name was Ed- 
ward A. Giething, and a member of the 
Royal Guards. 

“Although the wife of Giething, she had 
a powerful influence over Lord Hillsbor- 
ough, heir to the estate of Downsbire, 
and was at length paid £6000 by the no- 
bleman’s family to leave the country. 
Shortly after her arrival in America a 
son was born to her which she left to 
her mother, changing the lag® name to 
McMahon, that her father might not be 
able to locate her. The story of her 
arrival in San Francisco has already 
been told, but the interest does not stop 
there. On the death of Mrs. Bensley, 
B. G. Chandos, whose real name is Zaca- 
Tiah Ingles, came to San Francisco and 
claimed that he and his sisters, Sarah E 
Hardesty, Jennie Goodrich and Lucy 
Roundtree were the sole heirs, well- 
knowing that such was false.“ 

Chandos, it is claimed, was none other 
than the mysterious James de Tarentie, 
who acted as the intermediary when Ben- 
sley was deeding all his property over to 

wife. Much of the property she had 
put in the name of Marian de Tarentie, 
then afterwards had a power of attor- 
ney made by the alleged Marian de Tar- 
entie and her alleged husband, James 
de Tarentie to ber. Mrs. Bensley... James 
de Tarentie was Chandos, it is alleged, 
alias Ingles, her brother, and the mys- 
terious Marian de Tarentie was none other 
herself. The Bensleys, husband 

and wife, died in 1889. The new claim-

JAPAN’S ACHIEVEMENTS. 


CHINA PRIED WIDE OPEN, 80 
TOSPEAK. 


The Liken-Tax Will Hamper Com- 
merce No Longer—Cotton and 
Other Factories May be 
Established. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Chinese 
imperial edict, as sent by the Associated 
Press from Tien-Tsin, is accepted among 
the officials and diplomats here as setting 
at rést conflicting reports as to the final 
terms of peace. The indemnity of 200,- 
000,000 taels is a compromise. Japan first 
demanded 300,000,000 taels, but on soll- 
citation of Prince Li threw of 100,000,000 
At the Chinese legation it is stated that 
the tael Varies in value, but the present 
value of the customs or treasury tael, in 
which undoubtedly the payment will be 
made, is $1.50 in Mexican silver or about 
75 cents in gold. This would make the 
indemnity equivalent to $300,000,000 in 
Mexican silver or $150,000,000 in gold. 
The Mexican trade dollar is the current 
coin of China and the basis of calculation, 
so that the belief is very strong, though 
information on the subject is wanting, 
that payment will be in silver. 

The edict that Japan is to .cocupy the 
Liao-Tung Peninsula up to the forti 
degree settles the important pont that 
she will have the great fortress of Port 
Arthur and the immediate surrounding 
territory, as foreshadowed in the dis- 
patches: The Liao-Tung Peninsula is 
a small point jutting southward into the 
Gulf of Pechili, with Port Arthur at the ex- 
treme point. The fortieth degree includes 
a part where the litttle peninsula broad- 
ens into the mainland of Manchuria. This 
lower peninsula the shape of a sword 
and is known as “Regent’s Sword.” The 
edict does not state whether Japan gets 
permanent acquisition or untl an 
indemnity is paid. She has con- 
tended for having it permanently. 
It occupancy is temporary, it will give 
Japan military command over China as 
long as occupation lasts. The perma- 
nent occupancy of the Island of Formosa 
has been settled some time. The opening 
of Peking and four new ports of com- 
merce marks the introduction of modern 
methods in the interior of China. 

Japan has gained the privilege of es- 
tablishing her cotton and other factories 
in China, but it remains to be seen 
whether Japanese capital will invest 
in these enterprises or Chinese buy their 
modern fabrics. The edict makes a sig- 
nificant omission ag to the report of a 
Japan-China alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, which if consummated would have 
given the Orient to the Orientals.” Jap-

THE LIKEN TAX KNOOKED OUT. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—United States 
Minister Duo at 9 has been heard 
from in an announcement of the treaty

It is believed here that 
the Japanese have secured the abolition 
of liken tax, by which is meant the tax 
imposed on transported from one 
point in China to another: This has been 
the object of all Occidental diplomats ac- 
credited to China for months and the offi- 
ctals of the State Department feel that all 
civilized nations will owe a debt of grat- 
itude to Japan for thus removing the bur- 
den on their commefce with China, for it 
is not believed this concession would have 
been made in the interest of Japan. 
Should Japan, however, be the only benefi- 
ciary us regards this tax, it is fully ex- 
pected that a strong protest will be made 
by the powers which would be greatly 
handicapped in the competition with 
Japan for Chinese trade unless they could 
claim ‘the same proviese of exemption un-

The dispatch referred to by the Warl 
was the dispatch sent out exclusively by 
the Associated Press last night, arinounc- 
ing that an imperial edict. had been is- 
sued, authorizing LA Hung Chang to sign 
the terms of peace in accordanoe with the 
Japanese ultimatum. Accordingly, the in- 
demnity to be paid by China is 200,000,000 
taels, the Japanese to have the Liao-Tung 
peninsula to the fourth degree of latitude, 
and are also to possess the island of For- 
mosa. In addition, Peking and four new 
ports of China are to be opened to com- 
merce, and the Japanese are to have the 
power to open cotton factories and other 
industries in China. The decree also pro- 
vided that the #mport duties at the open 
ports are not to exceed 2 per cent.

The Mayor Trying to Create Som

SAN DIBGO, April 17.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Well wishers of San Diego 
are rather disgusted at the action of Mayor 
Carlson in requesting Fire Commissioner 
George W. Marston to resign because he 


has expressed opposition to the Mayor. Mr. 
Marston very properly declines to resign. 
He says, in answer to Mayor Carlson: My 
appointment, as I understand, was for a 
full term of four years, and I have now 
served not quite two years. So far as I 
know, my services have been satisfactory 
to the public and the fire department. 
Why, then, should I resign? Your request 
is based merely on what you term my 
disapproval of your administration. I fail 
to see wherein this affects either my 
capacity to discharge the duties of Fire 
Commissioner or the propriety of continu- 
ing in office. Being, as you say, ‘a con- 
scientious man,’ I have carefully consid- 
ered whether the people of our city would 
like to have me resign simply because 
the Mayor desired it so much. Therefore, 
whatever views you may entertain upon 
the subject, a public duty compels me, re- 
gretfully, to decline your polite invitation.” 
As Carlson has the approval of one- 
third of the voters of this city, and as 
Mr. Marston enjoys the respect of the en- 
tire community, interest is manifested in 
the outcome of Carlson’s attempt to inter- 
tere with San Diego’s leading citizen.

SANTA BARBARA, April 17.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The cxhibiticn of flow- 
ers and plants at the Pavilion on Wodnes- 
day attracted a large attendance. Notable 
among the exhibits was an interesting 
and very beautiful collection of wild flow- 
ers from the surrounding hills and “can- 
yons, made by the Agassiz Association.

FESTIVAL PROdRAMME. 

The Floral Festival is a great success. 
It opened with an exhibition of fruit 
and flowers at the pavilion. The weather 
is splendid and the sun shining. The city 
is well filled, though the big event is on 
Thursday when the floral parade and 
bataille des fleurs occur. Excursions from 
outside towns then arrive and the Half- 
Million Club will be here. The battle 
ship Olympia is lying in the harbor open 
for visitors. 

The pavilion, erected in the place of 
the one burned a week ago, is a thing of 
beauty outside and a perfect symphony in 
white and gold inside. Mrs. Frink and 
Mr. Neal exhibit several hundred varie- 
ties of named roses. Dates, bananas and 
pineapples raised in Santa Barbara val- 
ley for market are exhibited.

GAN BERNARDINO, April 17.—(Special 
Correspondence.)
